Community Must Help 


As a result of her investigations, 


Mrs. Johnson has found that: ". . . 
the training and guidance and su- 
pervision of youth is first a family 
responsibility, then the responsi- 
bility of the church and the com- 
munity. 
It must be recognized 


that although the home should be 
the center. of the young boy or 
girl's interest, it cannot and should 
not be the circumference of his or 
her interest. Therefore, it is up 
to us (the community) to create 
constructive influences outside the 
home." 


One point brought out by Mrs. 


Johnson in her paper, Vhich seems 
to be agreed upon by well informed 
sources is that "the recreational 
needs of the adults of the commu- 
nity are very well met," whereas 
"the program for schoql-age chil- 
dren is pitifully lacking."

me of the remark that a recrea- 
tional authority m a d e several 
weeks ago when he was shown 
through the Lovelmnd Community 
building: He said: 


"What a fine building, and not 


m child in the place."

Mrs. Johnson recognizes the fact 


thatt here is virtually no place for 
the youth of Dixon to go when she 
writes in her paper: 


"There is no community center, 


no Y.-K-«Cr A,, no y. W. C. A., 
Boys' Club, Hi-Y or the like which 
ordinarily serves the need for boys 
and girls." 


Mrs. Johnson does give credit to 


a church In the city that has a 
"Youth Center." But here's the 
pay-off. She adds: 


"The only other place for this 


group to go is a most undesirable 
'coke and smoke* shop in the busi- 
ness district." 


And if you, Mr. and Mrs. Dixon,

Johnson:

Des Moines, June 13.—(AP)—Secretary of Agriculture Charles F. 


Brannan called today for public support of Truman administration farm 
policies to help prevent the "greatest economic crash in history." 


America's farm productive powtr, he said, is like atomic"energy- 


it can be used for either good or bad. 


But the nation need not fear this power, the cabinet officer said, 


if it supports the Democratic party. That party, he added, has been 
the only one in history to support "effective farm programs" aimed at 
serving the whole country. 


Brannan made this bid for con- 


tinued support of his party in a 
speech prepared for a two-day 
midwejstern 
Democratic 
confer- 


ence to lay plans for 1950 congres- 
sional campaigns in a 16.state 
farm belt area that contributed 
heavily to Mr. Truman's victory 
last year. 


He offered a new farm plan ad- 


vanced by himself before congress 
recently as the best means pro- 
posed yet for preventing a "farm- 
fed 
and 
farm-led" 
depression 


which, he added, 
could 
destroy 


democracy. 


Aiken Plan Inadequate 


The secretary described as "in- 


adequate" 
the 
so-called Aiken 


long-range farm law passed by 
the Republican 80th congress and 
scheduled to go into effect in 1950. 
He said it would not offer enough 
income protection to prevent a 
farm depression. 


In brief, the Brannan plan would 


guarantee farmers higher returns 
than would the Aiken law. 
It 


would repend more heavily, how- 
ever, on government subsidies to 
producers. It features lower prices 
for 
perishable 
foods—especially 


meats, dairy and poultry products 
—with the 
government 
paying 


farmers a subsidy covering the 
difference when those proces fell 
below a level deemed fair to them. 


Brannan stressed the danger of 


a new depression, adding that 
Democrats were in power to pre. 
vent one.

the West in 'Mutual Fear9

Berlin, June 13.—(AP)—Here in defeated Germany is the world 


capital of postwar optimism. 


There is uneasiness in Washington, Paris, London and Moscow. 


There appears to be less uneasiness here. 


The biggest single impression a postwar visitor gets now is that 


the defeated are not so worried today as their conquerors. They see 
better times. 


For the current 
international; 


tug-of-peace over the fate of his 
country has given back the aver- 
age German something Tie lost 
when,his nation collapsed in mili- 
tary and political chaos in 1945. 


He has regained a feeling of 


importance, the thing the German 
likes best. He has the knowledge 
that here where east and west 
once met in victory they now meet 
in mutual fear. 
And he knows 


that he is the keystone of that 
fear. 


Being Courted 


He is enjoying the odd pleasure 


of being courted from two direc- 
tions simultaneously instead of 
having to fight simultaneously in 
two directions. And this 
is a 


flattering gift of peace indeed to 
a nation that in a single gener- 
ation lost two war bids for world 
dominance because it got itself in 
the classic military dilema—hav- 
ing to fight before and aft atk the 
same time. 


Three years ago, when I came 


here, the victors' prevailing phil- 
osophy, left over from wartime 
unity, was: 


"Germany i* trying to divide 


the allies — split them into 
two 


camps." 


Today the underlying feeling ap- 


pears to be: 


"We must win the Germans to 


our side." 


Germany United 


No longer do the conquerors 


say they can't afford to let them- 
selves be divided by " the van- 
quished. 
Tactily accepting that 


division now, they court the con- 
quered. In defeat Germany is to- 
day more united than the nations 
who whipped her. 


In a way, Germany is on the 


puction block. But who can buy 
her? 
The 
muscular military 


power of Russia, the old neighbor 
rnemy to the ea.st? or the strong 
boy of 
the 
western 
world — 


America? 


Probably neither can do so per- 


manently. 


The Germans 
they alone 


can buy themselves back eventu- 
ally. They know it and they love 
it. And peace swings again, as it 
KKH for a hundred years, on the 
hirtgs of the Teuton.

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Super Report on Russian 


Spy Activities About Due 


9f DOtJBLAB B. CORNELL 
Washington, June 13—(AP)— 


MOUM apy investigators are work- 
Ing en what they call a "super- 
report on Russian espionage. 


They aay it will cover the com- 


plete history^ of Communist spy- 
ing, contain a lot of information 
that baa never been, brought out 
before, and deal with military and 
industrial espionage in this coun- 
try and abroad. 


Probably it will be several weeks 


before the investigators—members 
and the staff of the house un- 
American activities committee- 
are ready to release the report. It 
still is after some of the informa- 
tion to go in it, information re- 
lating to atomic espionage, for in- 
stance, on which more hearings 
are planned this week. 


Committee officials say they can 


back track on Red spying to at 
leaat 1822. They say the have in- 
formation that the Russians appro- 
priated some money that year and 


~ set up some sore of international 


organization. 


To Trace Route 


They expect to trace the routes 


along which the espionage net- 
work spread. One of the first 
places it was pulled into the open, 
they say, was in a case that broke 
in England in 1927, a case now 
pretty well forgotten. 


The committee still is trying to 


fill out its story of wartime ef- 
forts of Red agents to steal the 
secret of the atom'bomb. 


Tomorrow or Wednesday it plans 


to question Frank Oppenheimer 
and his wife in hopes they can 
help build up the chapter about 
a Red cell which allegedly operat- 
ed in the radiation laboratory at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. 


Committee authorities said Op- 


penheimer now is at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota but that he was 
a scientist fpr a while during the 
war at the atomic research cen- 
ter at Berkeley. 
His brother, J. 


Robert Oppenheimer, one of the 
key figures in perfecting the bomb, 
also was stationed at Berkeley for 
a time. The committee questioned 
him last week. 


Another wartime scientist at the 


laboratory, Giovanni Rossi Loman- 
itz, refused last Friday to say 
whether he ever was a Communist 
or ever recruited anyone into the 
Communist party. He stood on 
his constitutional rights not to 
give answers that might incrim- 
inate him.

A man accused of Communism 


now, when there's so much excite- 
ment about it, is smeared in the 
public mind and may be ruined. 


The accusation of an informant 


in an FBI file, that a man is a 
Communist 
doesn't 
necessarily 


mean he is one or even that the 
FBI thinks he is. 


He may or may not be. Some 


FBI information is true, Home is 
false. 
It's fathered in various 


ways: 


From regular FBI agents; secret 


undercover agents; and strangers 
who may pe sane, crazy, bright, 
stupid, loyal or revengeful. 


The FBI checks on Communism 


to prevent spying, smash conspira- 
cies, and be ready for a nationwide 
crackdown in case of emergency. 


All kinds of information, true 


or false, go into its files for im- 
mediate investigation 
or future 


reference, if needed. 


While it remains secret, no one 


IB hurt. But when it's thrown wide 
open the public can't tell whether 
true in this collection of truths, 
untruths, suspicions and accusa- 
tions. 


And that's when innocent peo- 


ple and the work of the FBI both 
get damaged. This is why: 


At the trial of Judith Coplon, 


charged with spying for Russia, 
the judge ordered certain secret 
FBI information made public. The 
FBI said it had found it on her. 


G«ts Fair Trial 


The judge did this to give her a 


fair tnal so the jury wouldn't 
nave to act on hearsay. 
Neither 


the FBI nor the government prose- 
cutors want this information ex- 
posed. But the prosecutors yield- 
ed. 


Why did they? 
It was either 


do it or drop the case against Miss 
Coplon. Why didn't they drop it, 
then? Maybe because they feared 
this 
would 
encourage would-be 


spies to go ahead in the heliel 
that any time secret information 
was involved the government uould 
be unable to prosecute. 


The files were opened and out 


tumbled the names of many peo- 
ple, not connected with Miss Cop- 


Ion at all but accused of Commu- 
nism. 
They made denials. 
But 


now they're linked in the public 
mind with Communism. 


Innocent Suffer 


If, using this as a'precedent, 


judges in future government trials 
order secret FBI files made pub- 
lic, innocent people are bound to 
suffer. 
Why? 
For the reasons 


given above. 


And, in the Coplon case, the 


work of the FBI suffered a blow. 
Undercover agents were exposed, 
not by their right names but by 
code names. 


But, some of their 


was so intimate that 


information 
the accused 


people now must know it could 
have come only from so-and-so, 
even though he's disguised in the 
files under a code name. 


Thus the usefulness of some of 


those agents is destroyed. And, 
in cases where they Have true or 
dangerous information, 
this ex- 


posure may endanger their iives.

Russia Muffles Radio 'Voice1 But 


Finds that Silencing. Is Expensive 


The state department credits Russia with winning the 


first phase of its big radio war with the United States and 
Britain. 
But the victory apparently was costly. And it may 


prove a hollow triumph, too. for it suggests that Winston 
Churchill was right when he said the Russian leaders are 
afraid to be friendly with us. 
Russia has always tried to interfere on a minor scale 


with western broadcasts of news beamed to the Soviet Union. 
When the Berlin blockade was lilted, however, this "jam- 
ming" was stepped up tremendously. The action was a clear 
sign the Soviet leaders did not want any version but their 
own getting to Russian ears. 


•Jamming may take many forms. The jamming trans- 


mitter comes on the air at or near the airlane used by the 
foreign broadcaster, and lets fly with whistles, squawks, buz- 
zing, ear-splitting music, a gibberish of talk, anything at all 
that might drown out the offending program. 


Since the end of the blockade, the Russians have been 


playing this game hard. Our "Voice of America" officials 
report that they have tripled the number of stations devoted 
to jamming, until some 205 transmitters do nothing else. 


Our "Voice" people have not submitted to this campaign 


easily. We have increased the number of transmitters in 
service and plan still more. We have resorted to every device 
we can think up to break through the interference screen. 


Our programs stay on around the clock. Transmitters 


change wave lengths (airlanes) in the middle of a broadcast, 
hoping any Russian listeners have enough sense to fish else- 
where and pick up some words of truth before the jamming] 
station catches on. We teach our broadcasters to speak 
clearly and loud, so they may be heard above the din. 


This fighting response has driven the Russians to ex- 


tremes. Tripling their total of jamming stations has meant 
cutting down the number of domestic programs in the Soviet 
Union and has crippled Russian propaganda broadcasts to 
foreign listeners. 


At this heavy price, says the state department, .the Rus- 


sians have largely beaten us. Our programs now are* getting 
through "only in spots," officials say. 


But one wonders how long the Soviet leaders can con- 


tinue this extravagant desperation. 


One wonders ,too, if the Russians have any idea how 


great an admission of fear this jamming war really is. 
, 
The few westerners allowed into Russia gain no real 


knowledge of life in a Communist world. Nor are Russians 
permitted to learn of the west from their visitors. 


That Communist leaders now feel compelled to extend 


this veil of ignorance to the airlanes is evidence their people 
must be trying to find out what the rest of the world is 
actually like. 


It lends weight to Churchill's view: The Russian bosses 


cannot afford to accept western friendship. They are con- 
cealing too much, both from their own people, and from us. 
They have everything to lose. What else but fear could could 
explain this frenzied torrent of meaningless sounds against 
mere news broadcasts?

the city, or else be given these 
things in order that they may 
have somewhere to go and some- 
thing to do in their leisure mo- 
ments. 


A few months ago South Dixon 


township was voted "dry." This 
included Dixon's only Negro tav- 
ern, 'and since then, they have 
not felt free to go in any place 
and drink because they are either 
pestered and picked at or offend- 
ed in some way.
